VOTE IN LAW OP WAR CONPERENCE IS RECODED BELOW. IT 
REFLECTS INFORMATION FROM ALL SOURCES AS OP COB 
PEBRUARY 3. IT SHOWS A SIGNIFICANTLY CLOSER VOTE THAN 
THE ONE WE PROJECTED ABOUT TWENTY-FOUR HOURS EARLIER 
(REFTEL), RESULTING FROM EROSION NOTED BOTH HERE AND 
BY SOME REPORTING POSTS. THIS IS A REPIDLY CHANGING 
SITUATION. THE VOTE IS EXPECTED IN LESS THAN TWENTY- 
POUR HOURS AND AT THIS POINT WE CONSIDER THE OUTCOME 
UNPREDICTABLE.
